WASHINGTON - A four-year 


study of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization’s nuclear stockpile is 
expected to mult in the reduction 
of the NATO arsenal of about 
5,500 nuclear warheads and nrities 
by about 1,500. 

The remaining 4,000 atomic de- 
vices will indude 2JXX) nuclear ar- 
tillery rounds and 2,000 free-fall 
nuclear bombs for aircraft. 

With the study due to be present- 
ed to NATO in October, a major

But there is a consensus among 
U. S. officials that the stockpile wifl 
be reduced; only the size of the cots 
and pace of withdrawals are to be 
determined, in their view. 

European political leaders gener- 
ally favor deep cuts Jn the stock- 
pile. Despite the huge numbers of 
these “defensive” weapons, they 
have drawn negligible attention 
compared to the debate over inter- 
mediate-range nuclear weapons. 

Plans to deploy 572 US. Persh- 
ing-2 ballistic missiles and ground- 
launched erase missiles in Western 
Europe to counter about 360 Soviet 
SS-20s have caused apolitical con- 
tromsy in Europe and have be- 
come a prime source of tension 
between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

Advocates of a significant cut- 
back in nuclear artiCoy shells and 
gravity bombs am tend that these 
reductions would hdp mute pro- 
tests in Europe, particularly if an- 
nounced in the late fall as initial 
deployment of the new U.S. Persh- 
ing-2 and cruise missiles ap- 
proaches. They also view reduc- 
tions as being consistent with a 
broader NATO policy of playing 
down dependence on nud e a r wea- 
pons. 

On the other hand, many UiL 
and European military officers 
want the authority to decide how 
many nudoar weapons should be 
stockpiled and where, since they 
have responsibility for Europe's de- 
fense. 

They also oppose wi thdrawing 
old weapons before (heir replace- 
ments are ready, fearing that anti- 
nuclear sentiment will prevent the 
replacements from being deployed 
later. 

Pentagon and NATO officials 
would also like the Warsaw Pact 
nations to make a comparable oil 
in their roughly equal nuclear ar- 
senal to avoid risking a nudear 
imbalance. 

The dispute over stockpile re- 
ductions emerged again this week 
when NATO's supreme com- 
mander in Europe, General Ber- 
nard W. Rogers of the United 
States, complained about people 
who suggested that U.S. forces 
could get rid of 50 percent of the 
nudear warheads based “just ou a 
gut feding.” 

After referring to his “political 
masters," General Rogers told The 
New York Tunes that “I ought to 
be charged with” dete mri a m g the 
number of warheads needed. 

General Rogers predicted there 
would be “a lower tad” of war- 
in Europe within two years. 

Admiral 
Robert H. Falls of Canada, who ts 
retiring as chairman of N ATO’ s 
military committee, and Joseph 
Luns, the NATO secretary-general

At its peak, the NATO arsenal 
contained 7,000 to 8,000 U.S. nu- 
clear devices. This number was re- 
duced during the 1970s as fewer 
new weapons were needed to re- 
place older weapons. For example, 
almost 100 Honest John nassdes 
with a range of 25 miles (40 kilo- 
meters) were replaced by only 36 
Lance missiles with a range of 65 
miles. 

The 1979 NATO decision that 
called for the study of adjustments 
in the arsenal also ordered a 1,000- 
warhead cut in the stockpiles That 
reduction was completed tins year, 
bringing the total down to about 
5,500 now, according to U.S. offi- 
cials. 

The Soviet Union has steadily 
increased the number of nudear 
weapon systems in Eastern Europe. 
Based on the number of such sys- 
tems, the Soviet Union is beHeked 
to have at least as many nudear

AT HENS — The socialist go- 
vernment of Andreas Papandreou 
on Friday initialed an agreement 
insuring continued operation of 
UiL military bases for at least five 
years. 

The socialists, who came to 
power in October 1981 cm a ndfi- 
tantly anti-U.S. platform, had 
pledged to dose the “bases of 
death” according to an agreed time 
plan. 

The accord, known as the De- 
fense F/ v y n ri m * t> - Cooperation 
Agreement, moves any derision to 
dose the bases wdl beyond the 
socialists’ current teem, which ex- 
pires in 1985. 

The new accord may be chal- 
lenged by either side just before the 
expiration date. But nothing pre- 
vents its extension in the absence of 
a challeng e 

The agreement, once signed and 
ratified, will replace the 1953 U.S.- 
Greek defense accord that original- 
ly established the bases. It was 
signed one year after Greece's 
entry into the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

The ten of the agreement has 
not been released, pending signing. 
It is understood romdude a gener-

m the Aegean region. 

It is dso understood to give 
Greece the right to react to use erf 
the bases against third countries, 
although it does away with the no- 
tion of a Greek commander. 

It reportedly modifies somewhat 
the special status UiL base person- 
nel have had since 1956. That sta- 
ins prevented U.S. personnel com- 
mitting misdemean ors from being 
tried in Greek courts. 

[Mr. Papandreou said the accord 
would Hnk continued operation of 
the bases with the level of U.S. 
uriHtaiy assistance to Greece, The 
Associated Press reported from 
Athens. 

[He said the U.S. would provide 
Greece with $500 million in mili- 
tary aid in 1984. He said that 
amount represented 70 percent of 
the aid to Turkey next year and 
would be provided far in a separate 
exchange of letters between Greece 
and the United States.} 

The p resent accord was initialed 
by the special U.S. negotiator, Re- 
ginald Bartholomew, and Greece’s 
assistant foreign minister, Yiazmzs 
Kapsis, early Friday morning. The 
talks began in October. 

The two sides had reportedly 
come near to initialing an agree- 
ment in June. But negotiations 
were prolonged when the Greek 
government, apparently concerned 
about reaction from the communist 
left and hardline ideologues among 
the socialists, bestiated.

PARIS — Five persons were 
killed and 56 hurl Friday when a 
bomb allegedly planted by Airoe- 
jiuh gutrrtlias exploded nt a Turk- 
ish Airiines chedc-io desk at Paris’s 
Orly Airport, officials said. 

Three men, inriudmg a French- 
man and a Turk, died immediately 
when the bomb exploded in apiece 
of baggage in Orly’s crowded 
southern terminal, the French sec- 
retary of state for public safety, 
Joseph Franceschi, said. 

Police said a fourth unidentified 
man died immediately and a fifth 
victim died later in a hospital. 

More than 20 of the injured, who 
were mainly Turkish, woe serious- 
ly hurt, Mr. Franceschi udd report- 
ers. 


Witnesses said the terminal was 
filled with passengers who fled 
screaming to the riots as windows 
shattered and thick black smoke 
qpretfd'ti&bifapi'tbk, boSaiLg. 

Callers in Paris and Athens tele- 
phoned news agencies saying the 
Armenian Secret Axmy for the Lib- 
eration of Armenia, mi anti-Turk- 
ish group, was responsible for the 
bombing. 

It was the second attack on a 
Turkish target in two days for 


wtuen tne Armenian group has 
claimed responsibility. On Thurs- 
day, Dursuu Aksoy, a Turkish dip- 
lomat, was shot and killed by a 
gunman in Brussels. 

Armenian groups daim to have 
earned out at least eight shooting 
or bomb attacks in Paris in the past 
four years, mainly aimed at Turk- 
ish targets. 

In Ankara, Foreign Minister 
liter Turkmen expressed sorrow 
and anger and said: “It is certain 
[the kilters} wifi pay heavily for 
these crimes.” 

Mr. Franceschi, who had flown 
to Orly from Nice to stpey the 
wreckage of the blast, said: “It is 
terrible and terrifying. I am over- 
whelmed and revoked by $udi 
criminal acts. This one was deliber- 
ately aimed to Irifi.” 

Mr. Franceschi said everything 
would be done to find and punish 
those responsible.

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U.S. Poll Finds New Confidence in Government

NEW YORK — : Foe the first time in nearly, two 
Americans are expressing increased confidence 
in their government, acccraing to a poll by the Institute 
for Sodal Research at the University erf Michigan. 

However, only 33 percent of (hose polled say they 
bejieve federal officials can be trusted to do what is right 

The ch ang e was reflected in answers to a senes of 


1958 . The series has become the most widely accepted 
measure in survey research of trust and alienation about 

government 

. Fran 1964 through 1980 the sequence produced 
answers reflecting a continuing decline in confidence. The 
trend was reversed last fall . 

In 1964, a poll in dic ated that 76 'percent of the public 
believed the government could be trusted to do what was 
right “just about always" or “most of the rime. * That 
nmynta ge declined steadily after the tunnod over racial 
integration, the Vietnam War and the Watergate scandals, 
and by 1980 only 25 percent gave those answers.

Other questions in (he series produced similar shifts. 

Arthur H. Miller, an professor of political 

science at the university, said of the results: 

“The American public remains predominantly negative 
toward government a n d public officials, bat the shift 
toward a more positive attitude is historically and politi- 
cally important,” 

He reported the findingsin Public Opinion, a magazine 
published in Washington by the conservative-oriented 
American Enterprise Institute, and said the “rise in confi- 
dence signals an improved political climate." 

The issue of declining confidence in government at- 
tained its greatest political significance in the Carter 
adn un a t iation. when President Jimmy Carter contended 
in a (devised address that the nation was suffering a crisis 
of confidence. 

Poli tic al critics, including Republicans and Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy, Democrat of Massachusetts, re- 
sponded then that Mr. Carter was wrong to discern a 
national Tuaboae.” They said the problem was simply that 
the public kicked confidence in Mr. Carter’s leadership. 

However, the changes measured from 1980 to 1982 did

Mr. Miller said the data showed the rise in confidence 
was “clearly not” representative of a consensus behind 
Mr. Reagan’s conservative policies.

Last fall's survey of 1,418 respondents had a margin of 
sampling error of plus or minus three percentage paints.

WASHINGTON — A House 
subcommittee has voted unani- 
mously to pursue an investigation 
of alleged political espionage in the 
1980 presidential campaign and 
has adopted gmdetiues to make the 
investigation bipartisan.

DETROIT —The leading candi-

Mr. Mondale touched more con- 
stituency bases and drew more ap- 
plause, ’but Mr. Glenn left the 
Democratic National Committee 
members with a pointed reminder. 

In referring to opinion polls, he 
said: “I’m the Democrat who has 
consistently run belter against 
Ronald Reagan than anyone else.” 

The two men took no direct 
swipes at each other, but empha- 
sized instead their devotion to par- 
ty unity. 

In a news conference before his 
speech, however, Mr. Mondale in- 
directly criticized Mr. Glenn for 
having backed Mr. Reagan’s first 
budget and the 1981 tax bill. Mr. 
Glenn, who spent barely two hours 
in Detroit because of (he Senate 
defense debate, did not touch on 
either topic. 

But Mr. Glenn, who has emerged 
as the main threat to Mr. Moo- 
dale’s candidacy, almost conscious- 
ly drew a contrast between his cau- 
tious approach to issues and Mr. 
Mondale’s reflexive responses. 

Far example, each was asked 
what he would do in economic po- 
licy in his first 100 days as presi- 
dent.

When asked why he would be the 
best candidate, he said his eight 
years in the Senate were backed by 
previous experience as an interna- 
tional business executive, as an en- 
trepreneur who had started four 
small businesses, as a test pilot 
wor ki ng with researchers and sci- 
entists — a light reference to the 
space flight that made him famous 
— and a 23-year veteran of the 
Marine Caps. 

“I can judge what we need far 
defense,” Mr. Glenn said. “What 
we realty need — not just what the 
last salesman coming in the mall 
entrance to the Pentagon was ped- 
dling."

The decision applies only to the 
Anglican Church in England, 
where figures show one in four 
marriages fails. 

As in the United States, many 
Anglican priests have acknow- 
ledged the bend and already have 
agreed to many divorced couples 
in exceptional cases. There were 
more than 1,200 such marriages in 
England in 1981.

Appeasing India 


On his recem visit to India, Secretary of 
State George Shultz brought a gift, a guarantee 
of parts to repair the radiation -leaking midear 
reactors at Tarapur. It was not only a gift but a 
giveaway: It undid the main U.S. leverage over 
a country that has already exploded one atom- 
ic device by floating nudear safeguards and 
apparently intends to do it again. 

India violated a contract governing the use 
of American- supplied heavy water to produce 
the materials for its atomic explosion in 1974, 
That folly precipitated a costly nuclear compe- 
tition with Pakistan. Whether or not to mam- 
tain a lead over its rival, India seems headed 
for a second underground test, as judged by 
satellite photos that show a large shaft bang 
dug in the R^asthan desert 

India's two General Electric reactors at Tar- 
apur are subject to inspection, but other of its 
facilities are not A 1963 agreement stipulates 
that spent fuel from these reactors shall be 
reprocessed — a step that lets the genie out of 
the bottle by yielding weapon-usable pluton- 
ium — only with American consent Nonethe- 
less, the Indians now contend they can do what 
they like with the fuel after the agreement 
expires in 1993. 

The 200 tons of spent fuel that have accu- 
mulated at Tarapur have proved wonderfully 
effective for blackmailing the United States. 
For fear of giving India a pretext for breaking 
the 1963 agreement, President Jimmy Carter 
agreed in 1980 to supply- more uranium. A 
second load was promised if India would agree 
to open all its facilities to inspection. The 
Indians ate the carrot and spurned the stick. 

The Reagan administration pursued the pol- 


icy of nuclear appeasement with new intensity. 
When India needed a second load of uranium, 
the administration arranged to have France be 
the supplier, rather than seek a waiver from 
Congress to have the United Stales provide it 

Spare parts to fix the leak in the Tarapur 
reactors should have been conditioned on In- 
dia’s agreeing to fuB-soape inspection. Instead, 
the ad m in ist ration plans to provide the parts 
without strings, either from shut-down reac- 
tors in Europe or directly. That is triple foDy. 

Fust, the Tarapur reactors could not now be 
licensed to operate in the United States. On 
safety grounds the Indians should be helped to 
shut them down, not keep them running. Sec- 
ond, running Tamper allows India to accumu- 
late more (pent fad and increase its leverage. 
Third, for the United States so to reward a 
violator of contracts would puncture the hope 
of bolding the line against other countries 
eager to acquire nudear weaponry. 

The administration vows to prevent the pro- 
liferation of nuclear weapons, but its 
malleability rally encourages the p res sur es to 
which it has just yielded. Mr. Shultz's appease- 
ment has bought not gratitnde but a new Quny 
of contemptuous threats. The chairman of 
India's Atomic Energy Commission last week 
announced he might have to start reprocessing 
the spent fuel because the reactors' storage 
pools are fuQ. 

Unswerving efforts to make India accept 
full-scope inspection would at least command 
respect. At best, they would help save India 
and Pakistan from a mad pursuit, and the 
world from its perils.

Industrial Policies 


In all the excited talk in America about 
industrial policy, there is little notice of other 
countries’ experience. Yet most of the other 
developed countries have experimented with it 
repeatedly diving the past generation, and 
they have learned a lot 

The American promoters of industrial pol- 
icy usually begin with a rather romantic de- 
scription of its success in Japan. But industrial 
planning is only one explanation among many 
for Japan's extraordinary growth. A more im- 
portant one is the national practice of holding 
down the standard of living to favor economic 
development. The governments of Western 
Europe have been working in political and 
cultural traditions much closer to those of the 
United States. In those countries it is difficult 
to find much reason to think that, in die 
turbulent 1970s and eariy 1980s, industrial 
planning has helped much. On balance, the 
evidence suggests that it may actually have 
been harmf ul in its diversion of money into 
derimmg industries and its tendency to post- 
pone necessary adjustments. 

Of the four largest European economics, the 
one that has relied least on industrial policy — 
West Germany's — has emerged the strangest 
Of the four. West Germany's is also (he most 
competitive in the high technologies. Indus- 
trial policy is evidently not quits a sure for- 
mula for technical superiority. 

The other three leading European economic 


powers — France. Britain and Italy — have 
shown the world a lot about industrial policy. 
Particularly in France it has had some interest- 
ing successes over the years. But it always 
favors large enterprises, which can respond 
most quickly to the daily requirements of the 
government bureaucracies. 

The biggest companies also provide the lar- 
gest numbers of jobs. For all the brave talk 
about picking winners, industrial policy usual- 
ly means, sooner or later, government subsi- 
dies to protect jobs in stagnant or failing 
companies. The planning process itself makes 
a political issue of every hard choice between 
preserving employment and raising producti- 
vity. The more highly political tbs decisions 
become, the longer they are delayed. Plants are 
not dosed when they become obsolete and 
unprofitable, bit, as in the European steel 
industry in recent years, when the subsidies 
finally become insu p por ta ble. 

Th U.S. Congress is now thinking seriously 
about industrial policy, and draft bills are 
be ginning to circulate. It is a highly appealing 
idea at Cm glance to use the government's 
authority to steer labor and investment into 
the fields of highest hope. But before it goes 
any further. Congress might usefully take a 
careful look at the way things have actually 
worked cut in the countries that have tried to 
put that appealing idea into practice.

W ASHINGTON — They are 
only straws in the wind, but 
they may suggest that Yuri Andro- 
pov is preparing [or a thaw in rela- 
tions with Ronald Reagan.

P I ARIS — Government forces in 
Chad are advancing again. It looks 
as though tbe latest effort by Coload 
Moamer Qadhali of Libya to install 
his client in the strategic country to 
the south is being rebuffed. 

But there is no reason to think it 
will settle anything. People in Chad 
shift like desert sand dunes. Tbe main 
difference is that tbe United States 
and die Soviet Union are edging 
closer to involvement in another 
African morass, when they ought to 
be backing away. 

The stray of dad is hopelessly 
tangled. It is believed to have uran- 
ium and oil, which make it tempting.

BANGKOK — Thailand is 
moving ahead with plans to relo- 
cate thousands of Cambodian refu- 
gees front settlements an Thai terri- 
tory to new sites mi the Cambodian 
side of the border despite the rduc- 
tance of tire refugees and their 
leaders. 

The Thai authorities explain the 
plans as a measure to improve tbe 
security of the refugee settlements 
controlled by non-Co nmunust re- 
sistance groups battling Vietnam’s 
occupation of Cambodia. 

The move also appears to reflect 
a toughening attitude in Bangkok 

toward refugees who have been liv- 
ing for years on Thai soil and grow- 
ing concern about being left with a 
permanent refugee population. 

The relocation plans have met 
some resistance by refuses, who 
last month held a protest and peti- 
tioned the Thai authorities not to 
move them. Resistance leaders 
complain that a new site is particu- 
larly prone to malaria and cannot 
be defended as wdl by anti- Vietna- 
mese guerrillas. 

However, the refugees and resis- 
tance leaders reluctantly accepted 
the proposed relocation after it was 
maiif dear to them that the Thai 
authorities would channel the dis- 
tribution of international relief aid 
to the new site and that the refugees 
would have to move there to get it 

The relocation constitutes the la- 
test strain in relations between the 
Thai authorities and the anti-Com- 
m n wris t Khmer People's National 
Liberation Front resistance group 
led by Son Sana. According to 
leaders of the front, it is not the 
first time the Thais have used their 
control over distribution of food 
aid to bring tbe group into line. 

Tbe relocation had been expect- 
ed to start Tbesday with the busing 
of refugees from a border camp of 
25,000 inhabitants at Prey Chan to 
a new site 40 kilometers (24 miles) 
to the north across the frontier 
from the Thai village of Sawli* 
Cha-ngan. However, the move was 
postponed because heavy rains 
made the new site difficult to reach, 
relief oirf 

About 1,200 Cambodians from 
Prey Chan wait to the new site last 
week to begin preparing it for sett- 


lement, tbe officials said. They said 
they expected the relocation to take 
place within about a month. 

Tbe refugees moved to Prey 
Chan after their border camp of 
Nang Chan was overrun by Vietna- 
mese troops in January. The Prey 
Ch a n site is about a kilometer 
south of tbe border settlement of 
Noflg Samet, whose 50,000 inhabi- 
tants are under the control of a 
different faction of the Khmer Peo- 
ple's National Liberation Front. 

The Thai authorities plan even- 
tually to move the vast Nang Samel 
settlement 3 kilometers east to pul 
it on Cambodian soil, officials dis- 
closed last week. A senior official 
of the Thai Supreme Command 
acknowledged publicly for the first 
time that the settlement actually 
was inside Thailand. It previously 
bad been described as straddling 
the Hi-defined border.

Russkm Caviar 
Losing Out to 
Poicer Stations

MOSCOW — Hydroelectric 
power stations being built on 
the Volga River have drastically 
reduced the spawning grounds 
of the sturgeon, supplier of ca- 
viar, cue of the Soviet Union’s 
delicacies, a newspaper said 
Friday. 

Soviets kaya Rossi ya said the 
sturgeon had lost 85 percent of 
its natural spanning grounds 
since work began on several 
power plants along the Volga, 
which empties into tbe Caspian 
Sea. 

“Sharp fluctuations in the 
water level of the river, caused 
by work on hydroelectric power 
stations, brings about the loss 
of massive quantities of caviar,” 
the paper said. 

Although the tonnage of stur- 
geon has risen, the amount of 
caviar produced has fallen be- 
cause the fish find their way 
barred to places where they 
spawn.

Chea Chut, and his followers of a 
lucrative black-market trade in that 
sector of the border. 

Tbe Thai government appears to 
be growing increasingly weary of 
the refugee problem. 

In a speech July 7 to a refugee 
conference in Bangkok, the head of 
Thailand's national security coun- 
cil, Prasong Soonstri. said the 
country has nearly 158,000 Indo- 
chinese displaced persons in addi- 
tion to the 200.000 Cambodians 

living along the Thai -Cambodian 
border. 

He expressed concern about a 
sharp drop in the number of Indo- 
chinese refugees leaving Thailand 
for resettlement abroad and ac- 
cused the West of hypocrisy by 
bolding the Thais to a “humanitar- 
ian principle" on refugees while ap- 
plying an “immigration principle” 
to their own admissions. 

In Washington, meanwhile, the 
administration is preparing new 
guidelines to assist immigration of- 
ficers in determining who qualifies 
as refugees. This would mean more 
complete information on condi- 
tions in the applicant's country of 
origin and (he likelihood of perse- 
cution there, officials said. 

However, they cautioned that 
this would not necessarily mean 
increased iwlwiwinm of Indochin- 
ese to the United States. 

Tbe limit for Southeast Asian 
refugees this year is 64,000, but the 
U.S. authorities have been taking 
in fewer and tbe final figure for the 
year is expected to be doser to 
40.000.

Buyers for Kitsch

P I ARIS — France may be run-

Few people have heard of Daniel 
Ddleplane and it is probably best 
that way.

“Embarking” will propel him into 
the limelight. But me price raises a 
question: How could a badly paint- 
ed piece or 1900s kitsch that looks 
like a poster of the period trans- 
ferred lo canvas rise sky high under 
present circumstances?

M ADRID — The new director 
of the Prado is determined to 
reverse 20 years of potation, ne- 
glect and tangled administration 
that he says have made Spam's ven- 
erable art museum “the great invar 

lid of our culture.” 

Alfonso Emili o Perez Sfinchez, 
appointed last February by Spam’s 
Socialist government, plans to 
transform the 164-year-old _ mu- 
seum into a modem “living” insti- 
tution. He has his work cut out for 
him. 

Air pollution is believed to have 
damaged hundreds of canvases, in- 
cluding “The Spinners,” one of toe 

most famous works of Velazquez.

verified; so far, at least 300 of them 
cannot be found.

tio nal Board of Museums, which 
doled out funds in specific categor- 
ies to all the pimaaims in Spain.

Prado lost considerable revenue 
generated by the hundreds of toon- 
sands of visitors who pass through 
its m onum ental halls each year, 
and also allowed government func- 
tionaries to make artistic decisions.

Board reported that production in 
U.S. factories and mins rose 1.1 
percent in June, the seventh 
straight monthly gun. The ad- 
vances, equal overall to May’s in- 
crease, “wee especially sharp in 
durable cons um er goods, construc- 
tion supplies and related material.” 
the Fed said. 

The Commerce Department re- 
ported Thursday that, while sales 
jumped 33 percent in May, busin- 
esses increased inventories 0.3 per- 
cent Economists said the quick 
sales pace in comparison with 
stockpile rebuilding suggested that 
there was more than enough de- 
mand to warrant a sizable increase 
m production. 

The Fed said June’s production 
increases put second-quarter pro- 
duction 4 percent above that of the 
first three months of the year.

1 percent for 
fresh fruits, S percent for vegeta- 
bles and 1.1 percent for beef and 
vcaL Egg prices dropped 10.4 per- 
cent. fish I2J percent, pork 4i 
percent and coffee 28 percent 
rood prices overall in May fell 03 
percent. 

In all, wholesale prices last 
month were 1.8 percent higher than 
in June 1982 tne smallest year-on- 
year rise since December 1966- De- 
cember 1967. 

Wholesale prices rose 3.7 percent 
in 1982 They were up 03 percent 
in May after railing 0.1 percent in 
April and 02 percent m March. 
Revising its earlier calculation, the 
Labor Department said Friday that 
prices rose 02 percent in February, 
they dropped 1.1 percent in Jan- 
uary. 

If prices rose for 12 months 
straight at the June rate, the yearly 
rise would be 5.6 percent. In report- 
ing its inflation figures, tbe Labor 
department bases its compounded, 
seasonally adjusted annual rate on 
a more precise calculation of 
monthly chang e than the figure 
the department makes public. 

Other details on wholesale price 
Hianges in June: 

•Passenger car prices were np 
0.1 percent after rising 02 percent 
in May. Prices for light trucks held 
steady for the second month in a 
row. 

•Capital equipment costs, cover- 
ing the machinery and equipment 
used by business, rose 02 percent 
for the' second straight month. 

The energy price calculations lag 


a month behind the other compon- 
ents of the index, as energy com- 
panies report their prices late. 

Analysts say energy prices began 
climbing about April 1, when the 
new Ll-S. gasoline lax look effect. 
That increase was not reflected in 
the wholesale price calculation, but 
analysts say producers took advan- 
tage of it to raise prices even higher 
and widen their profit margin. 

Much of the brighter inflation 
picture has been attributed to the 
worldwide oil glut that had held 
prices down earlier in the year. It is 
now easing. 

Evelina Tainer, economist at the 
Fust National Bank of Chic a go , 
said before Friday’s report came 
out that she expected price in- 
creases for the rest of (he year. She 
said the wholesale price measure 
“typically up as a recovery 
picks up steam.” 

Even so, she predicted that the 
yearly increase would be modest. 
“It’s going to look very good for the 
year,” she said. 

Kathleen Cooper, senior finan- 
cial economist at Security Pacific 
National Bank in Los Angdes, de- 
scribed the price rise as “more the 
correction of the weakness earlier 
in the year and not a fundamental 
turn in inflation.” 

“1 don’t think inflation will be a 
nujor concern until tbe end of 
1984, if even then." she added. 

Donald Ralajczak, economic 
forecaster at Georgia State Univer- 
sity, predicted an increase of only 
1.6 percent in producer prices this 
year, which would be the best 
showing since tbe 1.6 percent regis- 
tered in 1967. 

Tbe June Consumer Price Index, 
which checks for a broader range of 
items does the wholesale in- 
dex, will be released next week. 
Consumer prices rose 03 percent in 
May. 


NYSE Prices Sharply Lower

It was the fourth time this year 
that M-l has risen by more than 55 
hilBnn «*nd the third tiny- an 
increase has been recorded since 
mid-May. 

Analysts said that early disburse- 
ment of Social Security checks on 
July 1, end-atqnaiter pressures 
and a rise m currency in drcnlation 
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The Fed left unchanged its re- 
on the previous week’s $3 bfl- 
dedme in M-l. 

The surge in M-l so far this year 
has caused tbe Fed to be “dirtily 
less accommodative" to excessive 
money supply growth. Fed Chair- 
man Paul A- Vokker told Congress 
Thursday. 

The tightening that Mr. Voldter 
c o nfirm ed had taken place is not 
over yet, credit mnrfai analysts 
said Friday. 

Analysts had suspected a tight- 
ening bad been in effect for some 
time, but bis remark was a rare 
confirmation of such a move. 

Analysts said the fact that the 
Fed did not add reserves to the 
banking system Unnsday probably 
meant that a gradual restriction cf 
reserve avaflahfl/ty wss sSU undo- 
way. 

Stephen Slifer of Lehman 
Brothers Kuhn Lodi noted that 
many analysts believed the Fed 
would add S2 bflfcon or more of 
reserves during the statement wed:

Some analysis said it was posa- 
ble, but only juM, that lower-than- 
projected Treasury balances ai the 
Fed had reduced the bank’s need to 
add reserves.

Mark Wanshd of Crocker Na- 
tional Bank said he believed the 
federal funds rate, winch averaged 
921 per c ent in the statement week 
that ended Wednesday, could rise

The analysts said they thought 
the Fed moves showed that it was 
paying greater attention to the nar- 
row M-l money supply aggregate 
than in the fourth quarter last year 
and the first quarter of 1983. The 
Fed reduced the gmphn«< it 
had put on its M-l target because 
of a sharp drop in the velocity of

Mr. Volcker did not say (hat the 
Fed had moved back to M-l; in 
fact, he said that “on a weekly basis 
it is meaningless.”

NEW YORK — Continuing in- 
vestor concerns about tbe size of 
the U3. money supply, despite Fe- 
deral Reserve Board warnings 
against foBowing M-l too closely, 
drove New York Stock Exchange 
prices sharply lower Friday. 

Trading was light 2 nd the Dow 
Jones industrial average could not 
sustain the modest rally of Thurs- 
day. It fed 1202 points to 1.19231. 
Overall, declines held a 5-3 advan- 
tage over advances. Volume fed to 
632 million shares from 833 mil- 
lion Thursday. 

“The last few rallies . . . have not 
been impressive enough to get any 
follow-through.” said Sidney Doit. 
vice president of Janney Montgo- 
mery Scott Inc. in Philadelphia. 
“Maybe institutions have their 
funds fully invested and they can’t 
just throw money into any stock." 

Donald W. Kimsey. senior mar- 
ket analyst at Dean Winer Reyn- 
olds Inc., said, “Institutions are not 
selling, it’s just that day are not 
buying." He added, “It’s getting 
harder and harder to find stocks 
that are going to go up. It’s just not 
as easy to make money any more." 

Some investors were nervous 
about problem loans of developing 
nations. The Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements refused to rod 
over a 5400- million loan payment 
by Brazil that was due Fnday and 
that Brazil said it could not pay. 

. But the BIS did not seek action to 
make guarantors pay the loon. 

Technology issues suffered tbe 
worst declines Friday. Prime Com- 
puter feU 2V, to 17ft, IBM 2 to 120 
and Digital Equipment 3*4 to 
112ft, all in active trading. Other 
technology losers i nc l uded Coloco 
Industries off 4ft to 39ft, Sanders 
Associates 3ft to 103ft and Hon- 
eywell 1ft to 109ft.

Although weakness in bonds 
may have been a factor, investors 
were most concerned about whai 
experts expected to be a large rise 
in the M-l measure of the money 
supply, analysts said. After tbe 
market dosed, the Fed reported 
that M-l rose S5.8 billion in tbe 
latest repor tin g week, about in line 
with expectations. 

Mr. Vokker said Thursday that 
the Fed bad been trying to slow 
money supply growth in order to 


reduce inflation during the econo- 
mic recovery. 

On Friday morning the Labor 
Department reported that U.S.

I N “The Poetics of Murder" a collection of essays 
edited bv Glenn W. Most and William W.

Stowe, it is toward the poetic that the authors tend. 
And while some of these essays are difficult, the 
book is a rather good analysis not only of mystery 
fiction, but also of the idea of mystery itself, of the 
nature of narrative and of reality, of the very active 
reading as a form of detection. 

A look at the authors' names — Roland Barthes, 
Jacques Lacan, Frank Kermode, Geoffrey Hart- 
man, Roger Caillois — will give the reader some 
idea of what to expect. Each seems to have his own 
definition of mystery, crime, or detective fiction 
and not everyone will agree with them. There is a 
tendency to force such definitions in the direction 
the author wishes to go. 

Erast Kaemmel, an East German writer, for ex- 
ample, calls the detective novel a child of capital- 
ism, maintaining that its crimes represent attacks 
upon private property and the social order designed 


to protect it When be points out that the detective 
novel does not exist in “Socialist” countries, he ig- 
nores the fact that neither do quite a few other 
forms of amusement. David Grouvogel, who like 
most of the contributors is a professor, rather hu- 
morlessly complains thaL the traditional detective 
novel creates easily solvable pseudomysteries that 
distract their readers from the real mysteries of life. 

Die French psychoanalyst Jacques Lacan’s 
“Seminar" on Poe's “The Purloined Letter" may 
strike many readers as more mysterious than its 


Frank Kermode observes that some avant-garde 
novelists such as Alain Robbe-Grfllei and Michel 
Butor, have adapted the detective story to their ar- 
cane purposes. Like crime fiction writers, Kermode 
says, some of the newer novelists distrust “depth" 
and regard orthodox narrative “as a kind of lie' or 
crime against the reader. These novelists use enig- 
mas. too, but only to “check and maitg turbulent 
the temporal Flow" of their work. In Ernst Bloch's 
phrase, they reconstruct the unnarrated. 
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subject, a prime example of the “locked room" puz- 
zler. Geraldine Peterson-Kran, another osvehoana- 


zler. Geraldine Peterson-Krag, another psychoana- 
lyst. compares the crime in the detective story to the 
“primal scene," the sexual act or “secret crime" of 
the parents as witnessed by the frightened child. 


Moving in the same direction as Kermode. Mi- 
chael Holquist says that the “metaphysical detective 
story" of Robbe-Grillel and Jorge 1 Luis Borges bor- 
rows the “method." but not the “telos," or end. of

as artificial an endeavor as the golf swing 
and compounded by the threat of retalia- 
tion.

“I wanted to show that I 
could do what my father did in Hungary,” 
said Giorgio Santdfi. "I found only 25 
fencers.” 

Unable to live the pampered life of a 
European fencing master, Santdfi set about 
trying to earn a living from the sport. He 
coached at the athletic dub, opened a fenc- 
ing sdiool at the Henry Hudson Hotel, and 
supplemented Ms less than bountiful in- 
come by establishing a company that sup- 
plies equipment for Fencers. 

If there seemed about SantriH a careless 
disregard for earthly considerations — he 
breakfasted for years an three cream puffs a 


day — there remained an equal and oppo- 
site passion for fencing. "He is, in many 


site passion for fencing. "He is, in many 
ways, a spitting image of Ms father,” said 
George worth, a fencer who studied with 
both. “The only reason that Giorgio may 
not have the same stature as Ms father ft 
location.” 

As modi as U.S. fencing has progressed 
under Santdfi and other teachers of Ms 
generation, the fencerahavesever been aMe 
to compete consistently with the Euro- 
peans. “I have very good fencers on the 
American tad,” Santdfi said, "but not 
good enough for the European tad. I was 
going to timid American fencing the way 
my father buQt Hungarian fencing Unfor- 
tunately, I failed." 

Giorgio Santdfi, who fives in nearby 
Leoma, is in i retirement of sorts.
